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Wage Study V ital 


Ihe conclusions of the committee appointed to study 
job classifications and comparable wages may be found 
elsewhere in this 1ssue. 

They appear to be logical. We hope the voters at town 
meeting see the value of approving a permanent wage 
board and giving it enough money to engage professional 
consultants to set up an equitable wage scale and job 
classification. 

Such a study, of course, does not include teachers or 
other personnel hired directly by the School Department. 
kor those persons are covered by salary schedules pro- 
vided by the School Committee. 

But it seems logical that all other municipal employ- 
ees be included in such a study. It appears to be the only 
wav to correct serious inequalities that already exist and 
avoid others that are perfectly free to creep into the pres- 
ent system. 

In other communities where such a study has been made 
and adopted by town meeting, it has always been speci- 
fied that no emptoyee would be reduced in salary. And 
that is a good thing. It certainly should be the case here. 
However, when new men start on a job, it is quite poss- 
‘ble that in some cases their minimum salary will be less 
than is now paid a beginner in the same job. But maxi- 
mums will also be set up, so that new employees will 
know exactly what they may expect in increases over a 
period of time. General increases, under the normal sal- 
ary plan, are eranted on a percentage basis to all town 
employees or none — and these, of course, are voted by 
the voters at town meeting quite apart from the specified 
step rate increases, 

We are quite in accord with the committee when it Says 
an outside firm must be hired to set up the standards — 
because local appointees would not only be limited in the 
amount of time they could give to the job but would also 
be subject to charges of partiality, whatever they did. 

In summation, it appears that the proposed study, with 
a permanent board to carry out its recommendations after 
adoption by town meeting, is the sensible step to take 
this year. It should give the town an efficient system 
where none now exists and it should remove inequalities 


where they now exist. 
Duties Of Policewomen 


Judging from the fuss and fury in Beverly, Andover’s 
Selectmen acted wisely when considering the use of 
women as part-time traffic policemen. 

For the Board emphasized at the beginning that the 
women will only be used for school traffic control. 

lhe Beverly policemen are currently complaining that 
police duties, such as tagging cars for meter violations.

‘Perhaps the findings of the 
Committee appointed by the Town 
Moderator to report on the ad visa- 
bilitv of fluoridation are not known 
to many citizens. I therefore 
think it would be appropriate lor 
me to quote their conclusions. 

4) The incidence of dental 
decay in Andover is equal to, or 
possibly higher than, the average 
for the nation. 

“69 Extensive data from a 
number of committees throughout 
the country indicates that tluorida- 
tion has markedly reduced the 
incidence of tooth decay. 

‘“**9° There is no authenticated 
incidence of injury or disease to 
humans or animals, nor of any 
interference with the industrial 
use of water, traceable to tluori- 
dation of water supply. 

‘**4. There are adequate, simply- 
performed tests for frequent check- 
ing of fluoride concentration ol 
the water supply, and the nature 
of the apparatus for introducing 
fluoride adequately guards against 
the production of a harmful con- 
centration. 

‘**5 The cost to the taxpayer 
is a very small proportion ol his 
taxes. 

‘**The committee feels, as a 
result of its study and discus- 
sions, that fluoridation of the 
town water supply is a desirable 
practice as a public health 
measure.’ 

“This report was submitted by 
the following citizens of Andover: 
John C. Brown, D.M.D., William 
V. Emmons, Harold latton, Sid- 
ney P. White and Dr. Charles 
Hollis. 

‘‘This report was accepted by 
the town in March, 1955. At the 
1956 Town Meeting an article 
calling for the town to fluoridate 
its water supply was passed, This 
article was sponsored jointly by 
the Andover Ksoard of Health and 
the Board of Public Works and 
supported by the qualified pro- 
fessional health workers of the 
town, including 13 physicians and 
all the dentists residing in 
Andover.”
